male labor In Ohio is receiving less 


than a living wage,” declare lnveatl- 
gators employed by the state Indus­ 
trial commission. The minimum wage 
required for a woman to live properly 
la Ohio is 97-94 a week; encluding 
IS per cent, of employed women who 
» m td more than 912, it was found the 
Average income per week 98.27. How- 
erver, a majority of the 85 per cent, 
receive less than this average.

which was adopted in 1912, the legia-

» a n wage legislation.

They "must be

In an economic sence, doubtless, 
the wage earner whoae parents fur- 
ytih her a home may occupy the same 
position as the womau who must pay 
for room and board from her ow n 
acsnt earnings. 
She 1b, however, a 
disturbing factor in any plan of <>lv- 
tag the problem of underpaid women. 
Her labor is offered in competition 
with that of her less fortunate sister. 
Being able to live on less—from her 
own ♦ urnings 
she can alfard to work 
for less; and the result is a generally 
lowered level of wages. The difficulty, 
Ct course, is as old as discussions ol 
«om en s wages It must be met when 
the Ohio assembly finally undertakes 
to legislate upon the data collected 
these investigaors. 
No question exists as to the fuuda- 
leutals. 
Women should be paid at 
the very least a living wage. 
Any 
jocicty that neglects so elementary a 
requirement invites disaster.

BROKER LAS1 MOHR 


Columbus, July 6.— All records for 
accidents in the state were broken 
during June, so it is shown by the 
monthly report from the industrial 
commission. 
The total for June was 
6,3H4 reports of accidents, which ex­ 
ceeds the largest previous m onth by 
almost 806. 
This was July, 1914. 
The 
largest 
number of accident 
( lain is for a single day and also » 
week were passed during this mouth, 
when on June 24. 416 claims were 
filed, and from June 21 to 26, 1,0^1 
applications were received. 
T here have now been filed a total 
of 100,550 claims under the regular 
state plan of insurance. 
To this may 
be added 1,337 reports of accident« 
to public employes, which are kept 
separately, and 11.260 accidents to 
employes whose employers are carry­ 
ing their own insurance and paying 
compensation direct. 
This makes a total of 11.¡,147 in­ 
dustrial accidents that have been re­ 
port'd to th. 
industrial commission 
since 
i he 
workmen’s 
compensation 
law has been in effect. 
The total num ber of employes in 
the state protected under the regular 
state insurance plan is 656,244 and 
a payroll oi $252,245,098 is represent 
ed.
